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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's request for a parent case to be 
transferred to a specific examiner can not be obliged since cases are assigned as they are filed into the patent office and therefore, even 
though the case may be divisional, individual requests for cases to be transferred to specific examiners can not be granted . Regarding 
the improper finality, this argument is not persuasive since the edges and cement 23 of the substrate 1 1 form flanges. See. Fig. 3 of 
Jaffe. Webster's Dictionary defines a flange as a rib or rim for strength, for guiding, or for attachment to another object. In this case, since 
the claim does not specifically detail the structure of the flange, the edges and cement form a flange as a rim of strength for the conical 
light detector. Regarding the applicant's argument on page 8, last paragraph that light director in Jaffe is in no way analogous or 
equivalent to the reflector plate 40 described in the present application, this argument is not persuasive. In column 3, lines 42-49, Jaffe - 
discloses the conical light director (reflector plate) as reflecting light, and therefore is a type of reflector plate. Even though it has 
additional functions, it does not preclude the fact that it reflects tight as stated in the cited paragraph and Implied in the name of the 
structure. 
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
